SAN DIEGO — “‘Stewardship is a 
source of love for others, and a source of 
thanksgiving, adoration, and prayer,”’

Bishop Maher targeted special areas of 
need in the diocese: a sense of hospitality 
toward all people, including the homeless 
and undocumented, minorities, and 
homosexuals; improved pastoral outreach 
to separated, divorced, and alienated 
Catholics; increased opportunities for 
therapy for victims of abuse; more 
extensive use of parish grounds for 
services such as day-care programs and 
low-cost housing; and wider use of mass 
media, especially in the promotion of 
family values. :

New family life programs should be 
established to enable ‘‘family members to 
develop their ability to care for and 
nurture each other,”’ he said. 


BISHOP MAHER reviewed some of 
the diocese’s services to the poor in 1985.

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Annual march for life 
sparks pro-life rallies

A national march and prayer vigil in 
Washington as well as marches, vigils, 
rallies and prayer services in _ local 
communities across the country marked 
the 13th anniversary of the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abortion Jan. 


22 


This. year’s observance also brought a 
plea from two pro-lifers to. President 
Reagan for a pardon for criminals 
convicted of abortion clinic bombings, 
and brought arrest to 10 people who 
prayed on the steps of the Supreme Court 
for an end to abortion. 


AS AMERICANS neared the 13th 
anniversary, Catholic bishops around the 
country urged new pro-life efforts. 


Several bishops, also-marking the first 
federal holiday observance Jan. 20 of the 
Martin Luther 
King, Jr., linked a struggle for unborn 
rights today with Dr. King’s struggle for 
Black rights two decades earlier. 


Others linked abortion with growing 
tendencies to accept infanticide and 
euthanasia. 


CARDINAL JOSEPH Bernardin of 
Chicago urged protection of fragile 
human life ‘‘at every stage and in every 
circumstance’’ at a March for Life vigil 
Jan. 21 in Washington at the National 


- Shrine of the Immaculate Conception. 


The cardinal, chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities, called for creating ‘‘a climate 
in which the value and sanctity of human 
life are acknowledged, affirmed, and 
defended.’’ 


Police estimated that a crowd of about 
7,000 marchers from around the country 
gathered in Washington::,Busloads of 
people marched behind signs and banners 


that proclaimed their anti-abortion stand. 


BEFORE THEIR march to the U.S. 
Capitol and the Supreme Court, the 
demonstrators gathered at the Ellipse, 
near the White House, to listen to a 
number of speakers, including President 
Reagan. 


Reagan, speaking from the Oval 
Office, pledged that he would work with 
them ‘‘to overturn the tragedy of Roe vs. 
Wade,’’ the 1973 abortion decision that 
sparked the annual protest. 


‘‘Again this year I’m proud to stand 
with you in your long march for life,’’ he 
said. 


Later the president met with 24 anti- 
abortion leaders invited to the White 
House. According to meeting 
participants, two of the leaders asked 
Reagan to pardon criminals convicted of 
abortion clinic bombings, but he took no 
action on the suggestion. 


AFTER THE president’s live address 
to the crowd, Nellie J. Gray, addressing 
Reagan and the crowd, called again for 
the Paramount Human _ Life 
Amendment, which would outlaw 
abortion without exceptions. 


Another speaker, Rep. Robert K. 
Dornan, R-Calif, referred to remarks by 
Mother Teresa when he called abortion 
“‘the destroyer of life, of peace, of unity, 
of joy’’ and said the fruits of abortion are 
nuclear war. 


At the end of the march, 10 people were 
arrested while kneeling on the steps of the 
Supreme Court. A spokeswoman for the 
Supreme Court police said the 10 were 
arrested for violating a federal code 
prohibiting demonstrations on _ the 
grounds of the Supreme Court.

BISHOPS OPPOSE CASINOS — Arch- 
bishop Edward A. McCarthy of Miami has 
expressed opposition to casino gambling, a 
proposal that will be placed on the ballot for 
Florida voters in November. The proposed 
legislation would legalize casino gambling in 
any Florida county where voters are in favor of 
it. Archbishop McCarthy said that he and 
Florida’s seven other bishops jointly oppose 
casino gambling in the state. He said, ‘“The 
casino atmosphere invites unsavory 
companions into a community — an increase 
in street crime, open prostitution, loan 
sharking, corruption of officials, alcohol and 
drug abuse, undesirable visitors, opportunities 
for crime syndicates to flourish, and 
community deterioration.”’ 

Louisiana’s Catholic bishops also expressed 
opposition to a proposal by Gov. Edwin 
Edwards to allow casino gambling in the state. 
The bishops, however, took no position on a 
proposal for a state lottery saying they would 
leave that question to the judgment of 
Louisiana’s voters. 


‘BABY DOE’ CASE — The Supreme 
Court heard arguments Jan. 15 on whether the 
federal government has the authority to 
enforce ‘‘Baby Doe”’ rules concerning medical 
treatment of severely handicapped newborns. 
Assistant Attorney General Charles J. Cooper 
asked the court to reinstate the rules that gave 
federal investigators power to intervene 
directly in decisions about treatment of handi- 
capped infants. Lawyers for the American 
Hospital Association and the American 
Medical Association said Congress never 
intended the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 to give 
the government: the authority to intervene in 
medical decisions over the objections of 
doctors and parents. 


PRESSING NEED — Citing the acute 
shortage of priests in some U.S. dioceses, a 
Kentucky pastor has received permission from 
his bishop to relocate to an area where there is 
an immediate and more pressing need for 
priests. Bishop William A. Hughes of 
Covington, Ky., approved the request from 
Father Charles Rooks, pastor of St. Julian 
Parish in Middlesboro. Father Rooks had not 
determined in which diocese he will apply to 
serve. He will remain pastor in Middlesboro 
until July 1. ‘‘Comparatively speaking,’’ 
Father Rooks said, ‘‘the Covington Diocese is 
much better off than places where one out of 
five parishes is without any priest at all.’’ 


LABOR DISPUTE PROGRESS — 
Initial progress by a commission in a 7-year- 
old labor dispute between farmworkers and the 
Campbell Soup Co. has brought ‘‘new hope”’ 
for a workable solution, said Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York. Cardinal O’Connor, 
speaking as chairman of the Committee on 
Social Development and World Peace of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, expressed pleasure 
that the commission, established last year, has 
been able to bring representatives of farm- 
workers, growers, and Campbell to the 


negotiating table. 


ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — Staff 
members of the Florida Catholic, the 
newspaper serving five dioceses in 
Florida, watched in horror Jan. 29 as 
the space shuttle Challenger exploded 
shortly after its launch. 


At press time it was feared that all 
seven crew members, including New 
Hampshire teacher Christa McAuliffe, 
died in the fiery explosion. 


BISHOP ODORE J. Gendron of 
Manchester, N.H., whose diocese 
includes all of New Hampshire, said in 
a statement the day of the explosion 
that Mrs. McAuliffe was an active 
member of St. Peter Church in 
Concord. 


According to Richard B. Carozza, 
director of communications of the 
Manchester diocese, Mrs. McAuliffe 
in addition to her teaching job also was 
a religious education instructor at the 
Concord parish.

FAMINE NOT OVER — Drought-ending rains and humanitarian efforts have eased the 
worst of Africa’s famine, but relief agencies, while applauding the global response, warn that the 
crisis is far from over. Map indicates the worst-hit countries. 


MILITARY CUTS NEEDED — The 
U.S. government should reduce its military 
spending as one step in meeting the social 
needs of the poor, Archbishop Rembert Weak- 
land of Milwaukee told a congressional 
symposium. Archbishop Weakland is chair- 
man of the Catholic bishops’ committee 
drafting a national pastoral letter on the 
American economy. ‘‘I am sure the bishops 
feel very strongly that enough cuts in the 
military could make the difference to meet all 
the needs (of the poor) that we’re concerned 
about,’ he said. He is convinced, he said, that 
the United States ‘‘can reduce its military 
expenditures and still keep within the safety 
level.”’ 


FAITH DEMANDS LOVE — The 
greatest weapon Christians have against 
terrorism is the example of Christ’s love for his 
enemies, the chairman of a national peace 
organization wrote in the Clarion Herald, 
newspaper of the New Orleans archdiocese. 
Father Douglas A. Doussan, coordinator of 
Pax Christi New Orleans and chairman of the 
Pax Christi USA national council, wrote that 
“while hating the actions of terrorists, our 
faith demands that we love the terrorists 
themselves .. . because our one Father in 
heaven loves them.’’ 


NEW HEAD FOR CLERGY — Pope 
John Paul II has accepted the resignation of

Recently, I paid a visit to an elderly couple I first met a 
few years ago. Their large house in Shelltown is a bright 
pink, as are the trunks of the trees in their front yard. The 
meticulously kept garden is in bloom these days and is like 
a cheerful greeting as one approaches the doorstep. 


I first met my friends on the occasion of their son’s 
wedding. At that time, the wife was already suffering 
from advanced diabetes and took dialysis treatments 
regularly. The subsequent years have not been kind to 
her. She lost a leg, and now she has lost her sight. Her 
husband has become her eyes and her legs as well as her 
cook and housekeeper. 


' AFTER RAISING a number of children and working 
hard these many years, it’s a difficult burden for her to be 
confined as she is now. Equally difficult is the burden 


. placed on her husband. Yet during our visit, the talk 


centered on other things and other people, such as the 
“lovely lady’? who brings Communion faithfully each 
week. I went away with the sense that this couple is coping 
well with life and is giving a priceless example to all who 
know them. 


Dorothy Day wrote that even though we attempt to 
follow the Lord and take up our cross, we often make an 
incorrect decision. We either make a cross out of 
something that is only an injustice or an evil, or we let 


ourselves off too easily and carry a light cross custom- — 


made for our personality. According to Dorothy, that’s 
when God goes to work and sends us a cross not of our 
choosing — a cross we might have thought we could never 
carry, until we started carrying it. 


We are to be pruned as the vine is pruned, so that we 
can bear fruit. This we cannot do ourselves, just as the 
vine doesn’t prune itself. God does it for us. The routine 
of everyday life, as well as the special moments of crisis, 
are part of the process. Most of us would never set out on 
this path consciously or wholeheartedly, so God arranges 
it for us and gives us what we need to make it through our

everyday affairs. 


IF WE forge ahead and do not try to escape, we often 
are surprised by blessings as we make the journey. These 
are graces that come to us through what Dorothy Day 
calls “‘the sacrament of duty.’’ There is a certain joy that 
comes from being on the job day after day, responding to 
the needs of the family or the marketplace. There is a 
sense of well-being that derives from doing good works 
and performing the works of mercy — not only the good 
works we undertake voluntarily, but also those imposed 
upon us by the circumstances of our life. 


There is also a sense of victory at the thought that we 
have made it through another day and the burdens of life 
have not crushed us after all. This victorious sense is 
something I have often detected among those who are 
bearing up under the burden of poor health or terminal 
illness. There is strength at our disposal, which we never 
guessed we had.

Moments of crises can strengthen us 


MANY ROMAN Catholic people don’t recognize that 
the Byzantines are our sisters and brothers. Latin rite 
Catholics in the United States also don’t realize the 
difficult road that these fellow Catholics have had to walk 
here. The simple fact that the Byzantines even exist in this 
country is a triumph of the human spirit. 


Most of the members of Holy Angels are Ruthenians, 
descendants of immigrants from Slovakia in eastern 
Europe. Their main period of migration was after 1880, 
their major settlements in the industrial centers and coal 
regions of the east coast. 


As with the Polish and Italian immigrants, the 
Ruthenians were not entirely welcomed by our largely 
Irish and German clergy. Added to their problem was the 
fact that they celebrated liturgy according to a different 
rite, in a different language than Latin. 


WHILE ROME was solicitous for their welfare, it was 
the desire of the United States’ bishops to force these 
Catholics to enter the Latin rite. It was especially odious 
to our bishops that priests of the Byzantine rite were 
traditionally free to marry before ordination. 


To make a long story short, over the years the 
Ruthenians struggled first to have their own clergy 


minister to them, and then to have their own bishops and . 


dioceses. It was a struggle for the right to maintain their 
identity. In the process, thousands of Ruthenians joined 
the Orthodox church, where they could worship in peace. 


Those who remained loyal to Rome gradually 
established their church and_ their rights. One 
compromise to which they had to yield, however, was that 
their priests in the United States might no longer marry. 
Perhaps this arrangement will one day be reviewed, since 
now even the Latin rite is ordaining married Lutheran 
and Episcopalian clergy who convert. 

In any event, I am happy that the Ruthenians 
persevered and preserved their traditional identity. After 
all, they help Catholics to be catholic. 


Collegiality is centuries-old church process 


The nice thing about reading church 
history is the perspective it gives on the 
present. Jesuit historian James Hennesey 
provides a refreshing sidelight on Vatican 
I (1869-1870) that makes it easier for us to 
understand the activity of the U.S. church 
and its delegates at Vatican II and the just 
completed world synod. 


The first Vatican Council, abruptly 
halted after the Italian army of ‘General 
Raffaele Cadorna entered Rome, ‘‘was 
designed by Pius IX to set the seal’’ of 
Catholicism’s opposition to the political, 


‘social, and intellectual temper of the times 


— ‘19th century continental liberalism,’’ 
says Hennesey in his book American 
Catholics. It was, he notes, preoccupied 
with Europe’s problems, which at that 
time included the aftereffects of the 
Enlightenment and the French 
Revolution. ' 


A CONSIDERABLE number of 
Catholics today, for example, think that 
the concept of collegiality, in which all the 
bishops join with the pope in ‘‘concern for 
the churches’’ as Saint Paul said, is some 
new-fangled idea aimed against the pope, 
which changes the Church they knew and 
grew up with. 


Not so. Collegiality has been with us 
from the beginning, but at times its 
exercise has been eclipsed — as it was 
after Vatican I. The pope’s own diplomat 
in the United States, Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, made that exact point in his talk to 
the U.S. bishops last November. 


“Collegiality has always expressed an 
essential fact about the nature and 
structure of the Church,’’ he said, but 
“Vatican II brought collegiality into new 
prominence and increased its importance 
as a modus agendi (a way of acting), an 
operating principle.’’ 

ARCHBISHOP LAGHI’S entire talk 
dwelt on the ways in which our own 
American church has lived that revived 
principle since the end of the Second 
Vatican Council. 


Over 100 years earlier, American 
churchmen had strongly reaffirmed the 
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principle of collegiality, in union with the 
bishop of Rome, at their own second 
plenary Council of Baltimore in 1866. 


Just three years later, at Vatican I, 
Hennesey points out, four-fifths of our 49 
delegates were opposed to the 
pronouncement on papal infallibility as 
““inopportune,’’ concerned that it might 
stir up the anti-Catholic nativists in the 
United States to more church burning 
and bloody riots against Cathoics. 


THAT’S USUALLY all most of us 
ever hear about our American church 
leaders at Vatican I. Aware of their 
reaffirmed spirit of collegiality, Hennesey 
notes, they had a number of concerns of 
their own to express to the universal 
Church. 


For one, they found the ‘‘mania for 
secrecy that enveloped the proceedings 
irksome.’’ St. Louis Archbishop Peter 
Kenrick’s recommendations show the 
bond of thinking between 19th century 
and 20th century American church 
leadership. His recommendations were: 


1. To elect members to the ‘‘rules 


committee’ (they were all appointed by . 


the pope); 

2. More time to review the credentials 
of candidates for other committees before 
elections; 

3. Restoring the former practice of the 
right of individual council members to 
introduce proposals; 

4. Open rather than secret committee 
meetings; 

5. Adequate press facilities; 

6. A better place to meet (or at least 
improved acoustics) because it was 
difficult to hear what was being said in the 
“‘cavernous north transept of St. Peter’s 
Basilica.”’ 
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Bishop A. Verot of St. Augustine, Fla., 
urged Vatican I to acknowledge the good 


faith of those who were not members of . 


the Roman Catholic faith. Bishops 
Whelan of Wheeling, W.Va., and Elder 
of Natchez, Miss., wanted firm biblical 
scholarship to underpin any decrees. All 
the Americans agreed that positive 
statements of what Catholics believed 
should be emphasized rather than 
fulminations citing ecclesiastical crimes 
and punishment. 


HOW FORWARD-LOOKING these 
19th century Americans were is evident 
with a careful reading of the same 
positive, collegial approach taken by the 


count. 


Final Documentary of the 1985 World 
Synod of Bishops just completed. 


Archbishop Laghi summarized it nicely 
in November: ‘‘The experience of 
episcopal conferences in general, and 
yours in particular, can be of great value 
to the Church’s understanding of" this 
reality (collegiality), which signifies 
diversity within unity, for the sake of 
fidelity and enrichment.”’ 


It certainly wouldn’t do our present 
leadership any harm to do their own 
looking in the archives to discover the 
remarkable collegial heritage we (and 
they) have been given in our own 
American church.

I can not give much credence to the 
figures given by the study by the National 
Catholic Reporter, when I know that in 
the past two decades three new parishes 
were established in my hometown of 
Soest, Westfalia, a town of about 65,000, 
with an even Protestant-Catholic mix. 
Why then should one-fourth of the 
parishes be without priests? 


It is true that everyone has to declare 
his religion on the income tax withholding 
form. Unfortunately, a person has to 
declare that he has left his church in order 
to escape the church tax — a very 
substantial drain on the Church, 
especially by those in the higher income 
tax brackets. We should always be 
mindful of that when attempting to mix 
church and state affairs. 


Even the Nazis went along diligently 
with the state-collected church tax.

Church must eradicate scandal of sexism

The scandal of sexism in the Catholic Church cannot be 
ignored any longer. It is doing great harm to women, to 
men, and to the building of the kingdom. There is some- 
thing greatly disturbing about the Church’s adamant 
refusal to consider the admission of women to Holy 
Orders. How we can condemn racism, and at the same 
time perpetuate the practice of sexism in our midst, is 
beyond me. 


I believe the time has come to admit women to the 
diaconate, the priesthood, and the episcopate. This 
conviction is not an uncritical response to the feminist 
movement, sometimes a bit exaggerated in our society. It

is the fruit of years of prayer, inner struggle, and much 
personal suffering. It is a conviction of the heart, rooted in 
personal experience. I cannot provide theological 
arguments. 


ALLOW ME, however, 
reflections: 


to share the following 


1. The subjugation of women down through history, 
including their subjugation in the synagogue and in the 
Church, is the result of a curse (Genesis 3:16). This curse 
was brought about by sin and is, therefore, to be over- 
come, since the subordination of women to men is a 
corruption of the original condition of man, who out of 
love was created male and female in the image of God 
(Genesis 1:27). 


2. God the Father is also God the Mother (Isaiah 
49:15; Psalm 27:10). Whereas a male priest is an image of 
God the Father, a female priest would be an image of God 
the Mother. Such an image is especially needed by men. 


3. The biblical image of the perfect wife (Proverbs 
31:10-31) is as much applicable to a female priest as 
‘wife’? of the Church as it is to a male priest as 
‘‘*husband’’ of the Church. Jesus himself once used a 
female image to describe his own mission as the Good 
Shepherd (Luke 13:34). The Pauline image of Jesus as 
“‘husband”’ and the Church as ‘‘wife’’ is as culturally 
conditioned as is his acceptance of slavery and, therefore, 
is not to be taken literally. 


4. Jesus chose only men as members of the Twelve, but 
then he also restricted them to seek the lost sheep of the 
House of Israel. The apostolate to the Gentiles came years 


later. The realization that slavery is evil and that racism is 
a sin also came centuries later. Jesus allowed women to be 
part of his inner circle as much as possible in his cultural 
milieu (Luke 8:1-3). It is hard to believe that Jesus, in this 
day and age, would have excluded women from the 
Twelve. 


5. For centuries, the whole Jewish family had 
participated in the preparation and sharing of the Pass- 
over Meal (Exodus 12:3-5). We know that women 
disciples followed Jesus to Jerusalem (Luke 23:27, 49, 
55). It is hard to imagine that they were not present at the 
Last Supper, serving as usual (Mark 1:31; John 12:2). It 
is difficult to believe that Jesus, in this day and age, would 
have excluded them from sharing in the Last Supper. 


6. It is written that the Word became man, not male. 
In the poverty of his human condition, he had to be either 
male or female. In his day, he had to be male so that he 
could at least speak in the synagogue. Today, he could 
have been born either a boy or a girl. The risen Lord is a 
man, not a male (Mark 12:25-26; 1 Corinthians 15:40). 


7. The Lord said that we would have to grow in the 
truth with the help of the Holy Spirit (John 16:12-13). 
Jesus came to deliver us from the slavery to sin and lead 
us to fullness of life (John 3:16-17; 10:10). Such fullness 
includes a wholesome integration of the masculinity and 
femininity in each human person, as the Holy Father has 
pointed out in his recent teaching on the language of the 
body. Is this not a challenge to dig deeper into the truth of 
Galatians 3:27-28? The curse of sexism must be 


~ overcome. 


SCRIPTURE IS the norm of norms (norma normandis). 
Tradition is also a norm, but norma normanda. Tradition 
must conform to Scripture. If our understanding of 
Scripture grows, then Tradition must grow. 

Each generation of Christians is called to enrich 
Tradition with their own experience of the Gospel. It is, 
of course, the responsibility of bishops to hold on to what 
is good without suppressing what the Spirit is saying to 
the churches.

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II will visit India Feb. 
1-10, where a Catholic minority is finding new ways to 
bring its message to the poor and the Hindu majority. 


India’s 12.5 million Catholics are less than 2 percent of 
the country’s estimated 745 million population, but the 
Church’s presence — especially in tribal areas — is 
increasing through programs that stress prayer and social 
action. 


INDIAN LEADERS have been sensitive to, and 
sometimes critical of, Christian evangelization. As their 
guest, the pope is expected to emphasize the common 
spiritual values that unite the country’s 25 million 
Christians with its 600 million Hindus and 80 million 
Moslems. 


In a visit Feb. 1 to the funeral monument of Indian 
independence leader and Hindu philosopher Mahatma 
Gandhi, the pope plans to read a message of peace and 
religious harmony, Vatican sources said. On Feb. 8, he 
will speak at a meeting with non-Christian leaders in 
Madras. 


However, the pope also is expected to carry a 
specifically Christian message when he visits 14 cities — 
all places where the Catholic Church has become firmly 
established. 


THE STOPS include the southern state of Kerala, the 
most strongly Catholic region, where tradition says Saint 
Thomas the Apostle preached; Goa, where Portuguese 
missionaries landed in the 1500s; and Ranchi and 
Shillong, where ‘‘tribal’’ churches have grown in recent 
years. 


It will be the Polish-born pope’s first trip to India. Pope 
Paul VI was the first pope to visit India, traveling to a 
eucharistic congress in Bombay in 1964. 


Although constitutionally a secular nation, India has a 
Hindu tradition that goes back about 4,000 years. It also 
has had periods’ of religious violence, most recently 
between Hindus and militant Sikhs in the northern 
Punjab state — a place not on the papal itinerary. 
Fighting between 1982 and 1984 left thousands dead and 
culminated in the 1984 assassination of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi by two Sikhs. 


INDIAN AUTHORITIES have promised strict 
security for the trip. Some extremist Hindu leaders have 
sharply criticized the visit, saying it would ‘‘accelerate”’ 
conversions among tribal peoples and members of the 
lower Indian classes. Protests against the trip could 
include demonstrations along the way. 


In India, Catholic evangelization has stressed 
“‘presence’’ over ‘‘preaching,”’ according to several 
church sources interviewed in Rome. It has been marked 
increasingly by two movements, they said: social action

among the poor and inculturation — an effort to translate 
Christianity into traditional Indian languages, prayer 
forms, and ceremonies. 


The trend is away from simple charity and toward 
greater social education, particularly among the country’s 
17,000 missionary stations, they said. ; 


JESUIT MISSIONARIES, for example, have set up 
regional theology centers in local languages and village 
programs for adult education and literacy. About two- 
thirds of Indians are illiterate. 


Several Jesuit-run high schools have switched from 
English to native languages. According to Father Henry 
Volken, a Swiss Jesuit who has worked in India for 36 
years, this change has upset some wealthier Indian 
parents who want their children to learn English so they 
can ‘‘get ahead.’’ 


Near Bhopal in central India, Father Volken worked 
three years to organize resistance to bonded labor, an 
illegal but still common practice in India that has kept 
some families indebted for generations. Other Jesuits and 
Religious have organized on behalf of poor fishermen in 
southern India, whose livelihood is threatened by 
increasing mechanization. 


IN ADDITION to social awareness, some believe the 
Church in India needs to further emphasize individual 
spiritual development. 


“Our fundamental commitment is to have more prayer 
among the poor,’’ said Franciscan Father Gualberto 
Gismondi, who is in charge of missions for his order. ‘‘If 
you underline the social problems too much, Indians will 
admire you, but do not accept you as a religious person.”’ 


U.S. Father Joseph Connolly, vice general of the 
Divine Word missionary order, agreed. ‘‘A big complaint 
Hindus have is that, while they see the social work of the 
Church as good, they really don’t see that the Church 
produces men of sanctity,’’ he said. 


THROUGH INCULTURATION, the Church has 
emphasized Christian prayer, blending it with India’s 
traditions of meditation and asceticism, churchmen said. 

This has helped the Church shed its “‘foreigner’”’ 


image, said Archbishop Simon Pimenta of Bombay, 
president of the Indian bishops’ conference. 


“‘We are a Church in transition, toward adopting local 
cultural values and toward the ‘Indianization’ of the 
Church. It’s a long and painful process,’’ he said. 


INDIAN LITURGIES have adopted local languages, 
complex traditional dances, burning of incense, and the 
priest’s wearing of the traditional Hindu saffron shawl. 


Much of the inculturation is happening outside the 
churches, in smaller houses of prayer known as ashrams. 
In Hindu tradition, an ashram is where a resident guru

meets with disciples. Catholic ashrams are open to all 
faiths, and the main activity is shared prayer and 
meditation. 


In several states, ‘‘anti-conversion’’ laws prohibit the 
Church from active evangelizing. To protect themselves, 
priests sometimes ask converts to sign a statement saying 
they have adopted the faith under no coercion. 


THE CONVERSION issue is still a sore spot in 
church-state relations, the sources said, but the general 
situation has improved under Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi, who succeeded his mother as head of 
government. The pope is expected to meet with the prime 
minister and other officials Feb. 1. 


The Church and Indian government have battled over 
birth control, sterilization, and abortion in recent years. 
Faced with a population that has more than doubled in 
the last 35 years, the government still promotes birth 
control and allows abortion, but the forced sterilizations 
of the late 1970s have disappeared, church sources said. 


One positive result of the sterilization campaign was 
that the Church. developed a strong natural family 
planning program in response. 


THE VARIETY in the Indian church will be in 
evidence during the trip. Three rites have developed in 
Kerala, where the pope will make four stops. The oldest 
rite is the Syro-Malabar (Chaldean) church. 


In one of the central liturgical events of the trip, the 
pope will beatify a Malabarese nun and priest during a 
Mass at Kottayam Feb. 8. Kerala Catholics are preparing 
for the visit by fasting and other exercises of self-denial, 
church officials said. 


Meanwhile, in the northern Assam. state where 
Catholicism is less than 100 years old, the church is 
preparing for the pope’s visit to Shillong, a resort center 
in the region’s tribal hills. Local Catholics plan cultural 
dances and songs as part of their welcome for the pope, 
whom they have described in leaflets as having ‘‘a warm 
heart of friendliness.”’ 


ANOTHER MAJOR encounter is expected to be the 
meeting with young people in Bombay. The youths are 
trying to arrange an open question-and-answer session so 
they can get to know the pope. 


Those interviewed said the pope’s personal charisma 
and spirituality will be a key to his welcome by the entire 
nation, 


“Indians have a great respect for the holy man, so I 
think this pope will get a great reception there,’’ Father 
Connolly said. 
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ols SHARE to help needy in Mexico 


ALCALA PARK — SHARE/Mexico will supply food 
to the Mexican state of Chihuahua through the Food for 
Peace program, a U.S. government program that 
provides food to people in foreign countries. 


An agreement to provide the assistance was signed in 
Bishop Leo T. Maher’s office Jan. 23. Archbishop Adal- 
berto Almeida y Merino of Chihuahua was on hand to 
witness the signing of the accord that will provide food to 
the needy in his archdiocese. 


ARCHBISHOP ALMEIDA is grateful for the 
assistance to be received from SHARE/Mexico. He 
estimates that about 40 percent of Chihuahua’s 1.2 
million people need the food assistance.

Stewardship of time has its source in the Redemption, 
which was achieved in time. ‘“The Son was made head

Stewardship of talent flows from the Holy Spirit’s 
activity of sanctification, he said. ‘‘Graces and charisms 
are given by the Spirit to empower the faithful to become 
holy and to build the kingdom.”’ 


‘FATHER NOVAK said that Total Stewardship can 
build community in a parish by serving as a canopy under 
which all ministries operate. 

He described TSP’s five phases: leadership training, 
selection and formation of key personnel to implement the 
program, enlisting people’s time and talent for parish 
ministries, home visitation and evangelization, and 
stewardship of treasure. 


Msgr. William Kraft, diocesan Stewardship director, 
congratulated the clergy for last year’s successful 
campaign, which fell short of its $1,673,000 goal by less 
than 2 percent. 

THE GOAL of Stewardship ’86 was increased to 
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increase, according to Elisa Sabatini, program 
coordinator. In 1984, 955,000 pounds of food were 
distributed in Mexico. In 1985, more than 3,921,000 
pounds of food were given out. Among Mexican cities 
with SHARE/Mexico programs are Tijuana, Mexicali, 
Tecate, and Ensenada. 


SHARE’S INTERNATIONAL program was not the 
only one that grew last year. The Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange distributed over 9,000,000 pounds of food in 
1985 to more than 150,000 families in San Diego and 
Imperial Counties. The program grew 20 percent from 
1984 to 1985. 


SHARE also has programs in five other U.S. cities: 
Chicago, Milwaukee, New York, Newark, and Christian- 
burg, Va. Cities planning to begin SHARE programs 
include St. Paul, St. Louis, Dallas, Philadelphia, and 
Joliet, Ill. 


Created in 1983, SHARE is a diocesan self-help 
program. For $12 and two hours of community service, 
participants receive $40-$50 worth of food each month.

The dioceses of Tijuana and Mexicali, Mexico, each 
received $25,000 from last year’s Stewardship donations.

“GOD NEVER intended sin to be beautiful or 
convenient,’’ he countered. ‘‘People who break the law 
(of God) should not be the authority’’ on this issue. 


“‘Our standard is God. The one who gives life is the 
one who takes it away,”’ he said, decrying the majority- 
rule standard for morality in the United States. 


Rev. Thill challenged the demonstrators not only to 
carry signs and march, but also to ‘‘deal with the 
depraved mentality that justifies abortion. In choosing 
life, God will give us everything necessary to carry it on,’ 
he said. 


IN CONCLUDING ceremonies, Father Burt 
Boudoin, associate pastor at Our Mother of Confidence 
Church, prayed for those ‘‘who support pro-life 
legislation and hold to the sacredness of human life.’’ 


Glenn Erath of Our Lady of Grace parish sang 
“Unborn Child,’’ and bugler Eugene Cianflone led the 
singing of ‘‘Glory, Glory Hallelujah’’ and ‘‘America the 
Beautiful.’’ A sign ‘‘For the Unborn’’ was attached to his 
processional trumpet. A parishioner of St. Mary 
Magdalene Church, Cianflone said he has participated in 
five recent pro-life marches in Washington, D.C. 


Other Catholic clergy present at the rally included 
Father James Cribbin, associate pastor of Santa Sophia 
Church, and Father William Springer, associate pastor of 
St. Martin of Tours Church. 


ABOUT 30 signs and banners carried by the quiet 
demonstrators voiced their message. One banner 
displayed a row of family photos with the words ‘““Thanks 
for my 14 kids and 14 grandkids;’’ another was a three- 
foot-high wooden cross with a poster that read ‘‘Pray to 
end abortion.’’ 


Some tots milling through the throng wore signs. One 
advertised herself as ‘‘Endangered Species.’’ Another 
sign on a three-year-old girl’s back read ‘‘I love my baby 
sister.”’ 


Clinic demonstrations 


The crowd dispersed from Balboa Park to picket at 
several abortionists’ offices. These included: Womancare, 
Planned Parenthood, Rees Stealy Medical Group, Dr. 
William H. Quillin, and Dr. Phillip Rand. 


“Dr. Rand is one of the city’s biggest abortionists,”’ 
said Joan Patton, president of the Right to Life Council of 
San Diego County. She said that Rand performs 
abortions six days a week at five offices. 


SEVEN DEMONSTRATORS were placed under 
citizens’ arrest in front of Womancare. According to 
Patton, they were forced to accept copies of a temporary 
restraining order stating that ‘‘picketers cannot come 
closer to Womancare than across the street.’’ The order 
was issued against pastor Dorman Owens and members 
of his Santee Bible Missionary Fellowship, she added. 


Bauer, Cianflone, and other demonstrators joined a 
group gathered in front of Dr. Edward Allred’s office at 
Alvarado Medical Center. 

Over 40 participants eventually arrived there to recite 
the 15 mysteries of the rosary as they walked behind a 
Shield of Roses banner.

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Willis, one of the picket’s organizers, noted that the signs 
were sympathetic. 


“The signs don’t say ‘murderer,’ ”’ said Willis, who 
provided signs for those demonstrators who had none. 
“‘This demonstration is to educate San Marcos about 
what’s going on.”’ 

To inform those who were interested, Willis had 
literature showing the various stages of a fetus’s 
development. She also displayed a sonogram x-ray taken 
when she was 11 weeks into her present pregnancy. 


“THIS IS a baby,’’ she said, adding that many 
abortions were performed near this stage of a fetus’s 
development. 


Willis said that members of her church, Mission 
Evangelical, have picketed Dr. Kung’s office one 
Saturday a month for the past year. ‘“‘After you’ve been 
picketing for a while, you can tell the girls who are going 
in (to Dr. Kung’s office) for abortions,’’ Willis explained. 
“They avoid looking at you . . . but they always come 
out crying.”’ 

Members of her church have tried to speak to Dr. 
Kung about abortion, Willis said, but he does not 
respond. 


ANOTHER MISSION Evangelical Church member 
present, Mike Thomas, said he has also participated in his 
church’s monthly pickets. He said demonstrators do not 
call women who enter Dr. Kung’s office for abortions 
““murderers.’’ Rather, we try ‘‘to show them love and 
compassion even after they come out.’’ 


Options are provided for women who décide not to 
have an abortion after they have talked with the 
demonstrators, Thomas said. They are informed of the 
government support that is available and, through an 
association of North County churches, are provided with 
housing, food, and medical needs. 


‘‘We stay with them. If we didn’t help them all the way 
through, we would be hypocrites,’? Thomas added. 


THOMAS SAID that assistance is also given to those 
women who choose to have abortions after listening to 
demonstrators. ‘‘Ten percent of women who have 
abortions can never have children,’’ Thomas said, ‘‘so 
it’s important after an abortion to counsel them,”’ 


About one-half mile down the street from Dr. Kung’s 
office is San Marcos High School, Thomas noted. Last 
year, it was revealed that out of 119 pregnancies at the 
school, 110 resulted in abortions. 


Maria Castaneda, present for a pro-life picket for the 
first time, said she decided to join the demonstration after 
organizers had spoken at her church, St. Francis in Vista. 


“TI DECIDED I had to do something about an ugly 
thing like abortion and the least I could do would be to 
demonstrate,’’ said Castaneda, a leader of St. Francis’ 
Spanish-speaking parishioners. She added that she will 
probably join in future pickets to help stop abortion. 


Another demonstrator, Shelly Cunningham, said she 
has previously participated in pickets of Dr. Kung’s 
office. Cunningham believes the demonstrations are 
making a difference. ‘‘A lot of people see us (as they are) 
driving by. We make people aware of the fact that there is 
an abortion clinic here. People will shout or honk their 
approval or disapproval as they drive by,”’ Cunningham 
said. 


Cunningham plans to take part in future pickets of the 
doctor’s office. “‘As long as Dr. Kung is here, I need to 
come back,’’ she said.

It is an irredeemable mis- 
calculation, unfortunately one of many. 


THE HEROINE is a poor little 
French girl, more sinned against than 
sinning, at least in the first four hours — 
raped at 13 by a German soldier, tortured 
by the Gestapo, her American lover killed 
in Vietnam, mistress of a sadistic aristo- 
crat in order to get the money needed to 
cure her catatonic brother, witness to the 
murder of her wealthy husband (poor 
Gene Kelly) by an impotent cad she had 
once scorned. 


No need to go any further with this 
catalog of tabloid sensationalism. 
Obviously in the last three hours of the 
miniseries, mercifully unpreviewed, the 
beautiful heroine gets enough money, 
power, and status to avenge herself on all 
who had wronged her. 


This is formula.pulp romance, which 
thrives on bad taste and an underdevelop- 
ed sense of good and evil. However, its 
worst sin is that’ it is a tedious bore, 
compounded by Douglas Hickox’s leaden 
direction and featuring such consistently 
inept acting that one is embarrassed for 
the professionals involved. 


Doubtless CBS is correct in counting 
on a sizable audience for such melo- 
dramatic trash. This kind of adult escapist 
fantasy, however, can be dangerous for 
adolescent minds, and parents are well- 
advised to try some other channel.

THE ARRESTS took place during a 
protest organized by the Pro-Life Non- 
Violent Action Project. Organizers of the 
protest said it was held ‘‘to pray for 
justice for the unborn.”’ 


Across the country, thousands 
participated in scores of demonstrations 
to commemorate those aborted since 
1973. 


“If I was told the truth, I wouldn’t 
have killed my son,”’ said Lorijo Nerad, 
national president of Women Exploited 
by Abortion, at a Jan. 19 rally in 
Rockford, Ill. 


THE ROCKFORD rally attracted 
about 1,000 people and was followed by 
picketing of a local abortion clinic. 


In Columbia, §.C., good weather 
helped bring 900 people out for a march 
and rally at the steps of the state capitol. 
Catholic Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler of 
Charleston, leading the prayer for the 
largely Protestant crowd, declared that 
morality in America is determined by 
God, not by courts, legislatures, or 
movements. 


The Wichita branch of Kansans for 
Life sponsored a 20-page pullout section 
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Ray Shourds, and John Bruce Hill. 

The Pro Ecclesia et Pontifice (For the 
Church and the Pontiff) was instituted in 
1888 by Pope Leo XIII. The medal, a 
Greek-shaped four-pointed cross, bears 
the images of St. Peter and St. Paul on 
one side and the name of Pope John Paul 
II on the other. It is awarded in 
recognition of service to the Catholic 
Church and the papacy.

OTHER PRO-LIFE actions involving 
newspapers also provided new twists. 


In Denver, about 2,000 marchers Jan. 
18 went from a rally at the state capitol to 
a demonstration in front of the Denver 
Post to protest the paper’s news coverage 
and editorial position on abortion. 

Five pro-life groups in the Sioux City, 
Iowa, area took out an ad Jan. 22 in the 
Sioux City Journal urging people to 
“‘choose the pro-life hospital’’ for their 
health’ care.’’ Sioux City has two 
hospitals, non-denominational St. Luke’s 
Regional Medical Center, which provides 
abortions, ‘and Marian Health Center, a 
Catholic institution run by the Sisters of 
Mercy, which does not offer abortions. 


IN A NUMBER of places, pro-life 
gatherings for the anniversary served as 
forums to announce new developments or 
as launching pads for new projects. 


The Catholic bishops of New York 
state jointly launched a card-signing 
campaign at parish churches to express 
opposition to the state’s policy of funding 
Medicaid abortions.

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Antidote for depression: give God a chance: |- 


She was 33 and suffering from deep depression. She 
didn’t know why. She had a supportive husband, normal 
children, and no major physical problems. 

However, she hated waking in the morning and facing 
every day filled with questions like ‘‘What’s the point of 
all this?”’ ‘‘Is this all there is to life?”’ and ‘‘Why go on?” 
She dragged herself through each day — unmotivated, 
empty, and deeply unhappy. 

SHE SOUGHT medical advice and got Valium. It 
dulled her pain but didn’t touch the source of it. She went 
to a mental health center weekly for months and talked. 
She began to understand depression and the roots of hers 
but she needed more. 

‘‘Finally,’’ she said, ‘‘I decided to give God a chance. I 
always went to church and all that, but I never really 
knew God or his power. I didn’t trust in him because I 
didn’t know him.”’ 

She began some daily spiritual reading, set aside time 
for prayer and meditation, and joined a scripture course. 
In the course, she heard about spiritual directors for the 
first time. 

SHE FOUND one, another laywoman like herself, but 
trained in spiritual direction. They met weekly and talked 
about her spiritual progress, blocks and sparks. 

“God turned my life around,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s been 
three years since I’ve had a bout with depression. Even if

I do have one now, I won’t be fearful because I know God 
will be there to help me through it.’’ 


Her case is not rare. Depression of her type, commonly 
referred to as ‘“‘housewife depression,’’ is on the rise in 
our culture. Its causes are multiple and too complicated to 
go into here. 


TREATMENT USUALLY involves medical and 
psychological advice. Many women are treated 
completely by therapy but others, like the woman above, 
need more. It is to these I speak and to those many others 
who live on the edge of depression. They don’t perceive it 
as debilitating enough to get therapy but they know it’s 
present and lurking in their lives. 


Hundreds have been helped by giving God a chance. 
When they are able to turn themselves over to God and 
accept themselves as he created them, their depression 
lifts. They aren’t carrying the burden alone. 


Psychotherapist M. Scott Peck, author of The Road 


Less Travelled makes no distinction between mental and - 


spiritual health. Like many of his colleagues, he believed 


that if the spiritual side is not treated, wholeness cannot 
be achieved. 


THOSE IN depression need help and I’ve found that 
few are aware of spiritual directors. Spiritual direction is 
one of the oldest ministries, recently revived in our 
Church. Saint Teresa of Avila is one of our saints who 
stands out as a spiritual director. 


She served as spiritual mentor to Saint John of the 
Cross and other clergy and bishops, which embroiled her 
in controversy because a woman was not considered an 
appropriate spiritual director to priests in her time. 


Several seminaries and Catholic colleges now offer 
programs to train spiritual directors. These may be lay, 
clergy, Religious, or brothers. One sees a spiritual 
director as one sees a therapist — an hour a week for a 
fee, usually on a sliding scale. 

CLIENT AND director discuss problems of life and 
faith together. The purpose is to develop a deeper 
relationship with God, and the director helps unblock 
barriers — spiritual and emotional — to this goal. 


We don’t know everything about depression, but we do 


know that people can be helped by getting their spiritual’ 


lives in order. If you are interested in more, call your 
chancery office of evangelization, seminary, convents, or 
the closest Catholic college for help in finding a spiritual 
director to meet your needs.

Yet I have heard that the bishops of 
our country are against capital 
punishment. Can you tell me why? 
(California) 


ANSWER: First, let’s separate capital 
punishment from the kind of self-defense 
hinted at in the second part of your 
question about assassins. Defense of one- 
self when one’s life is immediately 
threatened by another is a different moral 
question from capital punishment, 
though some overlap is obviously 
possible. 


The American bishops issued a major 
statement on capital punishment in 1980, 
arguing that the imposition of the death 
penalty is unjustified given the conditions 
of contemporary society in the United 
States. Their position has been repeated 
since then by numbers of groups of

bishops, including the 26 bishops of your 
state as recently as last September. 


SOME REASONS given by the 
bishops, which incidentally are echoed by 
a growing number of Catholic and other 
Christian theologians, deal with problems 
inherent in any policy imposing the death 
penalty: 

1. The elimination of any possibility of 
reform or making compensation; 

2. Possibility of a mistake in executing 
an innocent person; 

3. The long and unavoidable delays 
that diminish the effectiveness of capital 
punishment as a deterrent and which can 
produce legal aimlessness; 


4. The anguish, even dehumanization, ~ 


execution brings to the criminal, his 
family and those who order, perform, and 
witness the execution; 

5. The unhealthy publicity and 


violence in public discussion engendered 
by the executions; 

6. ‘‘The not-unfounded belief that 
many convicted criminals are sentenced 
to death in an unfair and discriminatory 
manner: For example, more than 50 
percent of those on death row are

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THOSE ARE on the negative side. 
Other reasons deal with important values 
that would be promoted by the 
elimination of capital punishment: 

1. It would send the message that the 
cycle of violence can be broken by not 
taking a life for a life, and that we can find 
more humane and hopeful ways to 
respond to violent crime. 

2. It would show that we consider.each 
person, even a criminal, as having unique 
worth and dignity, made in the likeness of 
God. 

3. It would emphasize in another way 
our conviction that God is the Lord of

who taught and practiced forgiveness of 
injustice and who came to give his life as a 
ransom for many. 


(The above quote and reasons are from 
the 1980 statement and the California 
bishops’ statement of September 1985.) 


Obviously, the point argued by our 
bishops and others is that, whatever 
theoretical reasons might support the 
death penalty, realities of life in our 
country today place the morality of such 
penalties in serious doubt.
